QUESTION OF LOCAL HIBRARCHY. 


16 TONS OF DYNAMITE BLOWN UP 
AT ABOUKIR. 


A record has been made at Aboukir in 
the history of explosives, the biggest submarine 
explosion that has ever taken place having oc- 
curred there yesterday, when 16} tons of the 
most powerful dynamite, consisting of 10 tons 
of blasting gelatine and 6} tons of gelignite, 
went off. Blasting gelatine contains 92 per cent 
of nitro-glycerine, which is the most powerful 
explosive in the world. 

The explosives arrived in Alexandria some 
time ago and were despatched to Cairo by 
canal. Unfortunately, the boat,in which they 
were being conveyed, got wrecked in a col 
lision, and the explosives were landed on 
the banks of the Mahmoudieb, but owing 
to the great danger which Alexandria ran 
from their proximity, they were removed to a 
fort at Aboukir and there stored. 

Meanwhile, a lawsuit was bought in the 
Mixed Courts at Alexandria in reference to 
the collision and the Court decided that the 
explosives must be made away with. The 
owners, Messrs. Nobel & Co., of Glasgow, 
therefore undertook to destroy them, and on 
Wednesday afternoon Miralai Hopkinson Bey, 
Commandant of the Alexandria City Police, 
Sagh. Kelham, and Bimbashi Edgeworth went 
to Aboukir to make arrangements for the 
public security. The Egyptian Ministry of War 
was represented by Bimbashi Edgeworth. 

The explosives were in a dangerous state, as 
owing to the action ofthe water in the Mahmou- 
dieh Canal, gases had comes into operation, 
and if the dynamite had been kept an explo- 
sion might have ensued with consequences 
too terrible to contemplate as it is estimated 
that the 164 tons were more than sufficent 
to. lay , 


ALL ALEXANDRIA IN RUINS : 


The cases containing the explosives were 
transported on Wednesday afternoon from the 
fort to the seashore. There they were put into 
boats and carried 500 yards from the shore in 
the direction of Nelson's Island, where they 
were thrown into 15 feet of water. Electric 
wires were laid down from the coastguard fort 
to the submerged explosives and an electric 
battery was installed in the fort. By 8 o'clock 
on Wednesday evening all was ready for the 
explosion, At that hour, however, it was too 
dark to see ifany fishing or other boats were 
in the neighbourbood for the danger zone 
extended to a distance of three miles. It was 
therefore decided to leave the explosives in: 
the sea until the morrow. Yesterday morning 
all preparations were completed under the 
direction of Mr, Harold Harris, F.C.S., chemist 
and instructor to Messrs. Nobel. He was 
assisted by M. Ferdinand Magnier, pharma- 
ceutical chemist of the Ecole Superieute of 
Paris and technical chemical expert to the 
Mixed Tribunals. At 10.40 am. yosterday 
the button of the electri¢ battery was pressed 
and the largest amount of dynamite ever 
exPloded at oné time went off. : 


A RECORD EXPLOSION. 

Something like an earthquake ensued and 
all the houses in Aboukir were shaken, while 
the detonation was heard at Montazah. The 
sight itself was magnificent. ‘I'he caim blue sea 
suddenly became a mighty whirl of seething 
water, while a waterspout about 2,000 feet in 
height rose to the heavens. ‘I'he waterspont 
had a base of about 200 feet in diameter and 
it ascended in the shape of a snow-white column 
of glittering foam, which remained in the air 
for about two minutes, and enabled some 
local photographers to take some snap-shots. 

The few spectators of the scene declare that 
the sight was one of unparalleled splendour, 
for the sun made the waterspout shine like 
silver. As the water was falling the sea sad- 
denly presented quite another aspect. A huge 


A London contemporary |states that by a 
scheme now under consideration at the Vati- 
cav, Egypt is to be withdrawn from the cate- 
gory of oman Catholic missions and a regular 
hierarchy established here, the episcopate 
being drawn chiefly from British subjects.

THE FIKI QUESTION. 


The sheikh of Al Azhar University has 
handed to the Regent a protest regarding the 
modifications to be introduced in the recruit- 
ing of “fikis.” The sheikh maintains in his 
note that the “fikis” should be exempted from 
military service by reason of the fact that they 
give instruction in the Koran, and that, 
therefore, the Ministry of Publie Instruction 
should not require of them knowledge of mathe- 
matics and other sciences. — 

The fiki question in Egypt is a very pressing 
social problem, especially in| regard to the 
kuttabs. ‘he term ‘fiki” should properly be 
applied only to a person Iéarned in “figh” 
(Mobamedan law), but in Egypt. the term is 
used to denote a person who is able to recite 
the whole of the Koran and obtains his live- 
lihood thereby. The attractions of a fiki’s career 
have a very bad influence on the kuttabs 
and tend to divert the children of the poor 
from their natural avocations in the fields, or 
in the family workshops, and to embark them 
upon a career generally lapsing into mendi- 
cancy. ‘The children fluck to thé “kuttabs,” not 
to receive instruction which will fit them for 
their position in hfe, but to commit to memory 
the whole of the’ Koran,and thereby,as reputed 
“fikis,” to escape from liability to military 
conscription. And, in Egypt, a “fiki,” unless he 
be attached as reader to @ “kattab,” and, 
except for casual employment/in reciting the 
Koran at funerals and festivals, is virtually a 
beggar. According to the census of 1897, there 
were 107,700 craftsmen of Various sorts— 
carpenters, blacksmiths, tailors, shoomakers, 
&c.— in Lower Egypt. The number of “fikis,” 
who were mostly mendicants, was no less than 
100,000. It has been suggested that the q ualifica- 
tionfor exemption from military service should 
only be allowed to such “‘fikis” as have received 
a certain einount of education.

prosching to that of land in London. To show 
how far this is from the mark, 1 may mention 
that £10 a square metre, which is the price for 
good land in Uairo, is equal to £42,000 per 
feddan. The City of London has recently 
let, on an 80 years’ building lease, land 
near, but not on, one of the main thorough- 
fares in the city, in a cul-de-sac, which, 
capitalised on a low valuation, works out 
at the rate of over £400,000 per acre for 
the freehold, thus showing that land in 
the City of London is only ten times more 
valuable than land in Cairo! and this for some 
of the cheaper land in the city. It would 
therefore seem that the new companies which 
have been started to do business in Egypt | Basile, 
ought to have a very good future if they con- 
duct their concerns on sound principles, and 
get ready to obtain the benefit of the present 
growing demand for house property in Egypt, 
and the pessimists may have to wait a long 
time yet before their croakings become 
necessary.

A mysterious figure gave him a gubberah, or 
magic stone, “about the size and something of 
the shape of a small lemon, looking likea 
smoothed lump of semi-transparent crystal. In 
such stones the wi-wirreenuns, or cleverest 
wizards, see visions of the past, of what is hap- 
pening in the present at a distauce, and of the 
fiiture.” I have a photograph of such a stone, 
polished and egg-shaped, like one with which I 
have seen the most futile of professional me- 
diums make inefficient efforts to see visions, 
He said he saw “confusions,” and was appa- 
rently too honest for his trade. 

De Laborde began his study of Egyptian 
ink mirrors in 1827 with Lord Prudhoe, 
through whom the stories probably reached 
Scott ; if | mistake not thoy were published in 
the Quarterly Review, then edited by Lock- 
hart. ‘I'he first boy who was tried uttered a 
loud yell, and said that he saw scmething too 
frightful for description. ‘The next boy was a 
jolly little fellow who went gaily to work, and 
saw what he was expected to see, a green-clad 
Sultan with a black beard, riding a white 
horse. That boy probably “had been there 
before,” but he seemed very candid, aud much 
interested. ‘he magivian was an Algerian 
Arab. He invited de Laborde and Lord Prud- 
hoe to mention the peuple whom they wished 
the boy to see, an illegitimate method of 
proceeding. ‘I'he question ought to be asked 
mentally, of course. Shakespeare was called for: 
but Bacon did not appear. ‘I'he boy saw the 
conventional Shakespeare of the efligy and 
portrait. Many other persons probably unknown 
to the boy appeared in the mirror, and though 
there was a good deal of “irregularity,” “the 
successes always left on us a profound impres- 
sion.” At last the boy seemed intoxicated, and 
convulsed, so the experiments ended. “He 
gradually recovered, was gay, delighted with 
what he had seen, and pleased to tell his 
experiences.” 

‘he Arab sold “the secret” (that is, the for- 
mule written on the boy’s hand) for thirty 
piastres to de Laborde. A couple of squares, 
one within the other; a round blot of ink in 
the centre, and some numerals, amounting to 
15 in whatever line you add them up, are all 
the thirty piastres worth. ‘lhe reader may bave

The incantations are not given, but they do 
not count. De Laborde tried the experiment on 
a boy next day “with much success, and all 
the emotion which the gift of so strange a 
power could excite.”

St. John’s College, Oxford, has been amend- 
ing its rules as regards the marriage of its 
Fellows. Under the old régime a man elected 
to an official fellowship forfeited it if he mar- 
ried within seven years of his glection, as it 
was considered essential that four at least of 
the official Fellows should reside in college. 


THE SUDAN AND ABYSSINIAN 
RAILWAYS. 


The negotiations which have centred round 
the proposal for the extension of the Djibouti- 
Harrar railway to Addis Abebs, the southern 
capital of Abyssinia, have been conducted 
primarily with a view to the preservation of 
the independence of that country, a matter of 
great concern to the rulers of the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan. Under the powerful sway of 
the present Negus, Menelik II., that indepen- 
dence is assured, but hitherto the death of the 
Negus has been followed almost invariably by 
civil war and a state of anarchy which afford 
an opening for interference on the part of neigh- 
bouring vations, asin the case of tian 
encroachments in 1874-75. It is the object of 
each of the Powers interested, France, Italy, 
and Great Britain, to secure from the others a 
sort of self-denying ordinance in the event of 
such a crisis recurring. Great Britain, in its 
frontier arrangements with Menelik, has shown 
the utmost friendliness towards Abyssinia, and 
is a strong supporter of its independence. ‘The 
other Powers are now equally ready to give 
assurances of their wish to preserve the exist- 
ing condition of affairs, and, largely as a result 
of the cordial understanding between France 
and England, a question which has vexed the 
French Chambers considerably is on the point 
reaching a satisfactory settlement. The Abys- 
sinians will be left to workout their own 
political future. 

In the commercial development of the coun- 
try France will reap the reward of its en- 
terprise in having been the first to give 
Southern Abyssinia speedy and safe transit 
for its merchandise to a Red Sea port. Great 
Britain will not, for some years at least, 
build esny competing line :hrough British 
Somaliland to Harrar. The railway, if built, 
would be a strong competitor with the Djibonti 
line, and one would probably ruin the other ; 
for at present there is no likelihood of auffi- 
cient trade to make two lines pay, Beyond 
Harrar the existing French-owned and Govern- 
ment subsidised line will be continued to 
Adis Abeba, a distance of some 250 miles. 
The engineering difficulties in running a line 
across the Abyssinian highlands are consider- 
able, aul it is anticipated that three years 
will be taken to build the line, which will 
be “internationalised” by the employment of 
British and Italian as well as French capital 
in its construction. 

This line, it is hoped, will be linked event- 
ually with the Sudan railways. As long ago as 
May, 1902, Great Britain obtained the consent 
of the Negus Menelik to allow the construction 
through Abyssinian territory, of a railway to 
connect the Sudan with Uganda, Such a rail- 
way wiil take several years to complete, but 
the first section is likely tobe put in hand 
directly on the completion of the Berber-Suakin 
line, which is expected to be open for traffic 
next year. ‘I'he Sudan-Uganda line will start 
from Khartoum and descend the valley of the 


1 BlueNile, along one of the most fertile districts 


in the Sudan, a potentially great wheat and 
cotton-growing region. The Blue Nile being 
only navigable tor a few months of the year, 
the development of this province is greatly 
retarded, and the construction of a railway as 
far as Roseires, 426 miles from Khartoum, has 
already obtained Lord Cromer’s approval. 
Nothing further has been decided upon, and 
Roseires is 800 miles from the terminus of the 
Uganda Railway on Victoria Nyanza. It is, 
however, not more than 400 miles from Addis 
Abeba. Between the two places is the district 
of Beni Shangul (jost within the Abyssinian 
frontier) which is known to be rich in gold, 
though in the absence of easy means of com- 
munication mining is impossible: In view of 
the fature industrial development, both of the 
Sudan and Egypt, the Negus giv:s his consent 
to the extension of the Abyssinian lines to the 
Nile, ard it will form an important Jink in the 
Cape-to-Cairo scheme.

Lady St. Helier writes on the “Ideal 
Husband” in the June number of “Leisure 
Hour.” The real ideal husband, her ladyship 
says, should bea busy man, and one whose 
day is very full. Men are not happy without 
plenty of work ; and a man who has no outlet 
for his energy elsewhere bestows it on his 
household, with generally unfavourable re- 
sults. Small household concerns are not a 
man’s business, and nothing is more irritating 
than the perpetual interference of a theorist 
in the small matters of life. In plenty of 
occupation is the real secret of happiness, but 
the woman miust be content to take the smaller 
share in the wider and more engrossing life 
of the man she lives with. 

In the wider lives that women now lead, it 
appears as if little of the hardships and 
inequalities of which they complained had 
survived, and in generous acceptance of 
that new position by men lies the fundamental 
reason for the happiness which we believe 
exists in England in as great a measure as 
anywhere. 

‘The ideal husband, continues Lady St. 
Helier, if he, is a sensible one, will not forget 
the'small signs of affectioa which constitate 
such a real joy in the lives of many women. 
Many a married life has been wrecked by the 
neglect of these small attentions so dear to 
the heart of women, but to which men pay so 
little heed and attach so little value. It is not 
that the sense of affection on the husband’s 
part has diminished, but the fulness of his life 
and his business .occupations absorb his 
thoughts, and the wife should content herself 
with such evidences of tenderness as he, 
harassed and busy, can find time to bestow, 
and the value of which is no less than the 
warmest feelings of their earlier married life. 

One does not intend to convey the idea 
that the absence of these little courtesies on 
the husband’s part betokens the departure of 
affection ; for the real affection, which is the 
only sure foundation on which happy married 
life is built, remains, and is stronger and safer 
than the more demonstrative love of youth. 
The real friendship which grows up between 
husband and wife is the best and surest 
guarantee of happiness, and though something 
ot the sentiment, romance, and passion have 
disappeared, the realities remain on which real 
and lasting happiness depends.
